moderate iudgement concerning my labours, then otherpyiſe , the 


former coniełfures Will ſuffer them io come vnto. There is in deede 


a thirde forte, which will loo ke for a defence of theſe artes in gene- 
val, beingeby them accuſed as vayne and ynprofitable, But be- 


cauſe their reaſonings are ſuch as areto bee anſypered hy kepin 


them in the darke and from the noyſe of ſounde dppoſitions, which 
will more hurte then, aud trouble the worlde, hen any deſence of 


good aunſyper, profite others: I will followe the example of many 
Wiſe , nay the precept of Salomon to confute them with 
ſilence. To come therefore unto thefirſt ſorte, there can bee no- 
thing morefitteto ſatisfie ihem, then to ſheype that that which 
they do but floriſh againſt vs, wil deadly wound their cauſe, Howe 
can they call that newe, the which hath ſeſlimonie; of the wiſeſt 
and auntienteſt of both ſortes. For to omitte the ex ampſes of theſe 
dayes, which haue alreadie brought all artes into French, Dutch, 
and almoſt into Engliſh , and that by the hande of 114 moſt cun- 
ningeſt workemen: What will they an ſwere vnto the knowledge 
and learning of the Egiptians, wherein Moſes excelled, before 
the Greeke or Romane tongues became gentrall? Were not 
their writinges, thinke they, in their ne tongue? yea after that, 
were net Solomons treatiſes & diſcourſes (Whether written 
er vnwritten) beth ef naturall things, and of al that is done vn- 
der the Sunne, and therefore of theſe thinges , were they not done 
iu the moſt ancient and Wortkie tongue of the Hebjues ? Nay 
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irebieſn Abe owe, Plato and Ariſtotle, Tullie, 
in, Wrote they not in their otpne Tongues, and that
